Whether Williams is convicted or 
not, friends of General Butler de- 
clare that the latter took the only 
course he could have pursued under 
the circumstances and not lay him- 
self open to ridicule or censure 
from Washington, He thought Col.

In 1910, for instance, one out 
of every 333 persons in California 
was in a_ state hospital insane 
ward.” Ten years later the pro- 
portion was one in every 318. 
Now it’s one in every 299. 

“Five hundred centuries from 
now, however, the. standard of 
insanity may be entirely chang-
